On October 17th, the FCC released a Public Notice alerting Amateur Radio 
Service applicants that the editions of Form 418 prior to that of June 1984 
would no longer be acceptable for filing. Effective January Ist, 1986, only 
the June 1984 and later editions of FCC Form 618 may be used to obtain an 
Amateur license. Applying on earlier editions of the form after 1 January wil] 
delay issuance of your license: your application will be returned without 
action and you will] be required to refile on a current form.

THI WITH 


The Federal Communications Commission announced an agreement, effective Octo- 
ber 14th, with the United Kingdom’s Dept. of Trade & Industry, permitting Grd- 
party communications between amateurs in the U.S. and special events stations 
in the U.K. This applies to special events stations using the prefix GB, BLT 
nete that GB3 stations are exciuded! Three conditions apply: 


1. Communications are limited to those of a technical or personal nature, too 
unimportant for a commercial message. 

2. No compenstation, either direct or indirect, may be received for the 
passing of such traffic. 

3. Communications must accord with regulations for amateurs in each country.

Not more than two months ago, I asked OCARO members at our 
meeting if they Knew about any tocal ONs who were actively working OSCAR 
satellites. I did get some unfruitful leads but some of you expressed interest 
in OSCAR communications. Sc you see, Ralph appeared on the scene at a most 
opportune time! 


I asked Raiph to speak to the club on OSCAR communications, but his schedule, 
etc., won't permit it. But he did give me a contact for our Program Chairman: 
OP Bud, WéCG, (retired, age 74) who “might* speak on OSCAR himseif, or, he 
might Know an experienced OSCAR OP who would share his experiences with us. 


And now, OBxXers, drool over this!... Raiph has worked 111 countries (86 coun- 
tries confirmed) over OSCAR 16! Another “bird" operator, Nicki, KSADQ, has 
about 118 countries confirmed, which undoubtedly makes her one of the leadina, 
if not the leading, OSCAR DXer in the Nation! 


NOW HE&R THIS!! Ralph Beraman KéTSK, 3328 W. Fairecrest Dr. nahei : 
phone: (714) 928-2974, has consented to give advice and help, in any way he 
can, to any OPs who need information, have an interest in, or are actively 
engaged in assembling OSCAR stations, Antennas, UHF equipment, time schedules, 
OSCAR positions... you name it, and if Ralph can’t answer it, he’]! tell you 
where you can get an answer' Just call him!! And Ralph didn’t have the funds 
to go out and Buy commerci2! gear. His station is homebrew “tube" gear, with 
homemade left and right hand polarized Helix antennas (and wide-spaced 
yaQGiisd... just the ticket for you !aw budget homebrewers who have to Keep the 
RYL happy!

Ralph was talking, so if I goofed on the up or down-link frequencies, cali 
Ralph and he’li straighten it out!

OSCAR 9 and 11, both English “birds", were launched from Vandenberg. 


JOMSET, a Japanese “bird” featuring PACKET RADIO, mode B, will be launched in 
the near future! 


And repeater freaks! Have you heard about “gateway” operations, where OSCAR 
QSOs can be linked through repeaters?! They’re doing it! Some "gateway" opera- 
tion has occured through the Catalina machine here, and Bill Hill, K3SHK, in 
PA., will soon have this capability with the two or three local repeaters in 
the Oil City area.

HOSPITAL DISASTER SUPPORT COMMUNICATIONS SYSTEM 


The Hospital Disaster Support Communications System ‘HDSCS), part of the 
Grange County SRES, was first developed in 1981 at the request of hospitals in 
North Orange County who drill together each year for disaster preparedness. 
This request came about foliauing a phone outage at the St. Jude Hospital and 
Rehabilitation Center in Fullerton and the impressive response of Amateur 
Radio Operators in that emergency.

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HDSCS Continued... 


In accordance with their internal disaster plan, St. Jude Hospital activated 
the HDSCS on the evening of Oct. 22nd. Calling from a pay-phone at 6:25 pm., 
the PBX Supervisor alerted WA6OPS of the complete phone and paging system 
outage. In 15 minutes three operators had arrived and by 7 pm., 5 of the 
initial 6 requested were in place, Ultimately, 7 operators were utilized in 
the following areas: PBX, ICU/CCU, SNorth, 4West, Labor/Delivery, Emergency, 
and Laboratory. 


During the operation traffic was handied ranging from requests for pillows & 
bath blankets to stat orders for medication. Relief operators began arriving 
between 16:36 and 11:68 pm. During their arrival the phones became opera- 
tional, but operators stayed in position until testing of phones and paging 
system had been done. All was secure by 11:15 pm. MaJjor compliments centered 
on the professionalism of amateur participants, they didn’t get in the way, 
and they communicated only when necessary. 


Since the drills, additional hospitals have asked for HDSCS support. Newest 
additions are: Martin Luther, Doctors of Santa Ana, Anaheim Memorial, Midwood, 
La Palma, and Pacifica. WILL YOU HELP IN THE SUPPORT OF THESE NEW HOSPITALS?
